Bill Summary:

This bill authorizes creation of special purpose districts for county parks.

Fiscal Impact:

For the Department, an indeterminate amount of funds will be used if the ownership of county parks will be

changed to the new county park districts. DNR staff will need to be involved in the change of ownership
documents and in the training of county park district staff on the rules and regulations of the grant programs.

County park districts will be treated the same as all applicants for the grant programs that they apply for.
The county park districts, which will be recognized as a local unit of government, will have to provide the
required fiscal match. Per the bill, the county park district will have its own budget.
